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INTRODUCTION 



In this 2-part second volume of the National 
Union Catalog of Manuscript Collections de- 
scriptions of 5,028 manuscript collections in 208 
American repositories are presented for the 
benefit of scholars and other research workers. 
This, added to the 7,296 collections described in 
the 1959-1961 volume, brings the total number 
to 12,324 collections, reported by 398 institu- 
tions. 

A few of these collections have been widely 
publicized and their locations are well-known, 
but the majority are now described in some 
detail for the first time, thus revealing hitherto 
unknown sources of primary material. The 
work of the project has inspired a number of 
institutions holding manuscripts to reexamine 
them and to expend greater effort in arranging 
and reporting the separate collections for in- 
clusion in the national record. 

Pattern. The holdings of manuscripts in the 
United States are so extensive that only by 
describing them in groups, rather than singly, 
can the project hope to cover them. Since the 
intent of the catalog is to bring scholars and 
manuscripts together, the manuscript collec- 
tions included must be located in public or 
quasi-public repositories that regularly admit 
researchers. 

There are no limitations on the time, place 
of origin, or nature of the collections recorded, 
but qualifying repositories are asked to report 
material conforming to the following criteria : 

1. A collection is defined as a large group of 
papers (manuscript or typescript, originals or 
copies, of letters, memoranda, diaries, accounts, 
logbooks, drafts, and the like, including asso- 
ciated printed or near-print materials) usually 
having a common source and formed by or 
around an individual, a family, a corporate 
entity, or devoted to a single theme. Small 
groups consisting of only a few pieces should 
not be reported as collections in themselves but 
should be included in more comprehensive re- 
ports covering many such groups, either by an 



entry under an appropriate theme if possible, 
or by a general entry fox the miscellaneous 
(residual) collections of the repository. 

2. Private manuscripts in archival reposi- 
tories and archival records found outside the 
normal archival repository should be reported 
but not archives located where one might expect 
to find them, as, for example, county records in 
a county courthouse. 

3. Collections consisting entirely of photo- 
copies and transcripts of original manuscripts 
are admissible when they are created from 
original manuscripts scattered in several reposi- 
tories or when the repositories holding the orig- 
inals either do not regularly admit researchers, 
or are not located in the United States. 

Sources of Information. The information 
about the collections comes from various 
sources : data sheets especially prepared by the 
repositories, copies of their catalog cards, and 
entries in published guides to their holdings. 
Since the time available for cataloging manu- 
scripts varies from institution to institution, 
the descriptions differ with respect to complete- 
ness and detail. Moreover, the total holdings 
of large repositories may not always be re- 
ported completely, and the collections of some 
are not represented at all. These variations are 
inevitable in a project that depends on the 
cooperation of many people and organizations, 
all with limitations on their resources, to obtain 
the necessary data. 

Catalog Entries. The staff of the Manu- 
scripts Section of the Descriptive Cataloging 
Division catalogs the collections from the infor- 
mation provided by the repositories, accepting 
the reports as submitted but providing certain 
basic editing. It excludes those that fail to 
meet the specifications described above, or, with 
the consent of the holding institution, regroups 
collections to meet requirements. 

The collections represented in this and the 
previous volume have been cataloged according 



to the Rules for Descriptive Cataloging in the 
Library of Congress: Manuscripts (preliminary 
edition, 1954). As these rules are based on 
standard rules for author and title entry and 
description, the entries resemble those for pub- 
lished materials. The elements are as follows : 

1. Main entry: "When a collection or group 
of papers consists of material written by or 
addressed to a .person, family, government 
agency or other corporate body, it is entered 
under the appropriate name. Any other collec- 
tion, is entered under the name of the collector 
(person, family, or corporate body) if it is 
ascertainable. If neither of the foregoing 
choices is possible, the collection is entered 
under title, using the name by which it is 
known or, if there is none, a title supplied by 
the cataloger. 

2.- Title: the name by which the collection is 
known or a brief title supplied by the cataloger; 
inclusive dates of the manuscripts are' given. 

3. Phys-ical description: given in terms of 
items, linear feet of shelf space, reels or feet of 
microfilm, or in other suitable terms. Notation 
is made of the form of the manuscripts if they 
are not original. 

4. Location: the name of the repository where 
the collection is housed. 

5. Scope and content: This note describes the 
types and groups of papers and documents in 
the collection, noting their subject matter and 
the names of the principal persons and corpo- 
rate bodies with whom they deal, and men- 
tioning other special features of the collection. 
For personal papers, the note includes charac- 
terizing biographical data. 

6. Other information (when available) : ref- 
erences to published and unpublished descrip- 
tions of the collection ; restrictions on access ; 
literary rights; and provenance. 

7. Entry number: The entries in this volume, 
as in the preceding one, are arranged in se- 
quence by a number assigned when the catalog 
card for the entry was printed at the Library 
of Congress. It consists of the abbreviation 



"MS," designating a special series, followed by 
the last two digits of the year in which the 
card was printed, and a serial number. "Rev.," 
"Rev. 2," etc., indicate revision of the original 
entry. 

Indexes. Access to specific information in 
the collections is made possible by the cumu- 
lated index of names, places, subjects, or topics 
in the second part of this work. There is also 
a cumulated repository index at the end of this 
first part 

All citations in these indexes include the card 
number by which the description of the collec- 
tion may be found in the numerically arranged 
lists. 

Continuation. The work of coordinating re- 
ports of manuscript collections is continuing 
and entries to be contained in the next annual 
volume are being prepared. Repositories are 
urged to continue to report. 

The general index published as the second 
part of this volume is experimental. The 
minute detail and its consequent extensive 
length for the 4-year period it covers may deter 
us from our announced intention to present a 
cumulated index each year. 

Inquiries. Questions about the organization 
and content of the catalog should be addressed 
to the Manuscripts Section, Descriptive Cata- 
loging Division, which is responsible for its 
preparation. Changes proposed as a result of 
the examination and use of this volume, and 
especially of the general index, will be carefully 
considered for adoption.
